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Ineome Tax Upheid 


With the exception of income 
derived from rent of rea] estate 
and municipal bonds, two very 
important items, the Income Tax 
has been held to be constitutional.

THE DREAKPAST OATOIEAL. 


Mrs. Rorer gives a succinct anil 
simple formula that is infallible if 
carefully followed; Add four heaping 
tablespoonfals oatmeal to one quart 
of boiling water, add a teaspoonfal of 
salt; mix, and put fbe whole in a 
donble boiler. Fill the lower boiler 
with boiling water, stand the insido 
boiler in this, and boil rapidly twenty 
minutes, then push the boiler to one 
side of the range, and cook slowly 
over night. The oatmeal must not be 
stirred after the first mixing— it can- 
not barn ins double boiler, unless 
the under boiler becomes dry—as the 
stirring makes the mush starchy or 
waxy, and also spoils its flavor. Oat- 
moal made after this receipt will be 
light, each grain separate, but swollen 
to three times its original size, anid 
will have a delicions favor, Turn it 
out carefully into the dish, without 
stirring or breaking tho graias.—

THE SOURING OF MILE. 


A professor im the Michigan Agri- 
cultural Collezo speaks of atmospheric 
inicrobes frém the foul air of stubles 
getting into milk and cansing it to 
“sour and spoil.” This langange im- 
plies that the souring of milk must of 
nécessity result from ite contact with 
air that is impure. Instead of thie 
the souring is slways the result of 
contact of the milk with the oxygen 
of the atmosphere. ‘There are alway 
some inpurities in air, and these cause 
itto spoil, the oxygen making this 
spoiling more rapid. If all impurities 
vould be kept ont of milk, it would 
sour without spoiling. Bat when 
milk is in contact with air no matter 
how pure it may seem, this is impos- 
sible. Souring thus necessarily means 
that the milk will continue to ferment 
until it becomes rotten or spoiled. 
The Michigan professor, howevor, 
makes ao mistake in sting the 

sibility of milking through tubes

THE SOURING OF MILE. 

A professorin the Michigan Agri- 
cultural Colleze speaks of atmospheric 
microbes from the fan! air of stables 
getting into milk and cansing it to 
“sour and spoil."" This language im- 
plies that the souring of milk mast of 
necessity result from its coptact with 
air that-is impure, Instead of this 
the sonring is alwaya the rosult of 
contact of the milk with the oxygen 
of the atmosphere. “There are always 
some inpurities in air, and these cause 
itto spoil, the oxygen making this 
spoiling more rapid, Lf all impurities 
would be kept out of milk, it would 
sour without spoiling, Bat when 
mnilk is in contact with air uo matter 
how pure it may seem, this is impos- 
sible. Souring thus necessarily means 
that the milk will continue to ferment 
until it becomes rotten or spoiled, 
The Michigan professor, however, 
inakes a mistake in suggesting the 
possibility of milking through tubes 
into close cans, in order to keep out 
the injurious microbes always found 
in the air. The air always Gills the 
open space in the cows’ teats, and thus 
the milk even before it leaves them 
must have some impurities The only 
way to bave milk pure is to 
aterili by subjecting it to enough 
heat to destroy all injurious microbes. 
No care in milking oan ever entirely 
prevent their entrance into it —Bos- 
ton Cultivator,

Hypnotism and Crime, 
Persons who boast of eens 


hypnotic power over others woul 
do well to gtady the decision of 
the Supreme Court of Kansas in a 
resent remarkable case which oame 
up before that tribunal on appeal. 
A citizen of that State shet down 
a neighbor “in cold blood” without 
fn particle of provocation, and when 
he was brought to trinl he frankly 
admitted the crime, but put in the 
defense that at the time he com- 
mitted it he was under the hypno- 
tie influence of his employer, who 
hell property belonging “to the 
murdered man, and that he was 
not morally responsible for his act. 
Not only did the jury accept this 
view and acquit the prisoner, but the 
instigator of the murder was put 
on trial for the offense and convic- 
ted of murder in the first degree, 
aithough he was not present when 
the crime was perpetrated. The 
Supreme Court of Kansas has now 
ratified this verdict. 

The justice of this decision, if 
the facts are as stated, is perhaps 
incontestable. A man or woman 
in a hypnotized state virtually be- 
comes the person whos will he or 
she implicitly obeys, or, to put it 
another way, he or she becoms a 
mere tool or weapon in the hands 
of that person. Tttonld manifes- 
tly be unjust to hold any individ- 
ual accountable forswhat he or she 
id under such circumstances,

used to subvert the ends of justice, 


All people who are susceptible to

voters at the polls on Election Day, 
and cast her ballot before her daugh- 
tera did. The sentiment in favor of 
woman enffrage grew by reason of the 
general interest in the election. it 
wasa growth from above to below. 
The best people of the State took up 
the matter firet, and then the igno- 
rant, the indifferent and those who 
had opposyl woman anfirage were 
compelled to scknowledge that the 
act of voting did not degrade womau 
in the slightest degree. 





Transporting Goods in Colombia. 


Consul Pellet, of Barranquilla, 
Colombia, writes as follows to the 
State Department at Washington: 

From the several Inndings on the 
river (save at Puerto Berrio, whence 
a railroad extends several miles into 
the country) goods are transported 
on mule back. Sometimes light, fra- 
gile goods are taken on the backs of 
Indian women, a broad hempen strap 
passing across the forehead. I have 
seen many of them marching ‘‘Indian 
file” over the monntains to Bogota. 
inland transportation 
should not weigh over 125 pounds. 
Two of such packages constitutes 
‘‘oarga,”’ or # beast’s burden. 

Pianos are transported over the 
mountains by Indians, the instrument 
being slong to long, stout poles. The 
Indians are divided into relays. To 
the near-by villages goods are trans- 
ported on ‘‘burros” (donkeys), as 
shown in the illostration. I[ have

ART IN BREADMAKING, 


At the same lesson where Mra. Rorer 
treated Vienna bread she also took up 
whole wheat bread, which is considered 
extremely nutritious and wholesome. 
It was a noticeable fact that the 
dough and sponge of the whole wheat 
bread was entirely different from that 
of the Vienna. In the pan it was 
weighty to the touch, and on the 
kneading board proved itself far from 
clastic. The whole wheat is the grain 
robbed of the husk. It is nitrogenons 
and contains phosphates, therefore it 
is most nutritions, and away and be 
ond the white bread in the matter of 
ealthful properties. The recipe for 
this is one quart of liqnid, which may 
be one-half milk and one-half water. 
Scald the milk and add the water to it. 
When Inkewarm add one cake of dis- 
solved yeast, one teaspuonful of salt 
and sufficient whole wheat flour to 
make dough, like white bread. Knead 
antil soft and elastic, cover ina bow! 
or pan and let it stand three hours, 
then monid, put in greased square pan 
and stand aside for one hour; after 
which bake in a moderately slow oven. 
A flour rish in gluten soon become 
elastic. Keep the sponge at the first 
kneading at a temperature of sixty- 
eight to seventy degrees. To.make 
sure of your yeast, never use a cake 
that is the least bit soft or has any 
other odor than that which belongs to 
it by nature. Thesquare loaf requires 
a slow oven, the more slender Vienna 
form a quick one. 

In home-made yeast there is a ming- 
ling of weeds, as yeast of this order is 
unoultivated, while in the German 
variety all the weeds have been ex 
punged, and in one tiny cake there 
are ten thousand times as many yeast 
germs as in a cup of home-made yeast. 

Corn bread was next taken up, and 
the recipe for that was given as fol- 
lows: One-half pint of boiling water, 
mixed with one-half pint of corn flour 
until {the combination is free from 
Iumps andis perfectly smooth, Add 


-| one-half cup of milk and place on the 


fire, cooking until it is scalded; add 
one-half a yeast cake, one-hali tem 
spoontul of salt and sufliciont wheat 
flour to make a thin dough. 

Add this flour slowly and finally tip 
the bow! toward you and beat vigorous: 
ly for afewminutes, Neayly all bread 
requires kneading, and this portion of 
the process of bread making is largely 
the seoret of its success or inilure. It 
should be done lightly, delicately, but 
very thoroughly, and with the ball of 
the Land.—New York Joarual,

The big Goverpment news machine 
has correspondents who are raporters; 
it has cditors in the different depart- 
ments, and Grover Cleveland is their 
editor-in-chief: and it has sub-oditors 
who read copy and nse the blnoe pen- 
cilonit. The news service covers n 
very wide range—much wider than 
that of the average newspaper. For 
thoneh the Government does not fo!- 
low the reeord of deaths and marriaces 
or the chronicle of local crime, it has 
often a far more accurate and rapit 
service on some areat foreign war, 
like the Chinese-Japanese conflict or 
the recent Brazilian trouble than any 
of the great newspapers can obtain, 
no matter how great their “expendi- 
ture of money. In matters of this 
kind the Government service should 
be far ahead of the newspaper service, 
for treaty obligations require the 
transmission of Government measages 
by cable when commercial messages 
san be declined. But it is pretty bard 
for the Government, even with all the 
apparent advantages on its side, to 
get ahead of the enterprising Ameri- 
san newspaper. 

The transmirsion of news by cable 
during some such emergency as now 
axists in Asia is not the only news dnty 
of the American consuls and commer- 
vial agents or the ministers or ambas- 
andors of the United States” at foreign 
sapitale. The Bureau of Statistics of 
the State ment issues at month- 
ly intervals small volumes of reports 
sent in by our diplomatio representa- 
tives; some of them volunteered and 
some sent in reaponse to ingnires of 
the Department. This news feature 
of the consular service has become of 
great commercial importanve to the 
United States. 

The consuls of the United Stades are 
required to send in at regular inter- 
vals reports of the condition of public 


health in the towns or cities where 


they are stationed, These reports and 
the reports sent by certain medical 
correspondents who represent the hos- 
pital service abroad are published b 
the Surgeon-Géneral in a weekly bul- 
letin. This bulletin is one of the moat 
valuable news publications of the 
Government. Not all of the informa- 
tion published init comes by mail 
Where the United States is threat- 
ened with cholera or any other con- 
tagious diseaso the surgeon receives 
reports by wire, usually throagh the 
3tate Department and its representa- 
lives. 

Next to the news serviow of the Stats 
Department the Agricultural Depart- 
ment has the most elaborate and com- 
plete system of news-gathering and 
distribution. For, the c report 
alone the services of uuearly 5090 oor: 
respondents are called into requisi- 
tion directly or indirectly. here

In addition to the crop report cor- 
respondents and the weather ob- 
servers, the Agricultural Department 
has special agents at mauy points send: 
ing in news of the condition of cattle 
and other information pertesining to 
subjects which are within the juris 
diction of Secretary Morton. And the 
editors in the different buresas which 
handle these reports are not the only 
‘thiue-pencilers” in the department, 
The Secretary of Agriculture has e 
reculer editor, known officially by 
that title, whose dnty it is to examine 
and pass npon publications to be issued 
by the department. 

One of the most imporiant of the 
news bnreans of the Government i 
attached to the Navy Department. I 
is of comparatively recent establish- 
ment. It is known an the Naval [o- 
telligence Barean. Ita duty is te 
gather together from all parts of the 
world information abont foreign 
navies and foreign coast defenses. 
When Japan and China began hostili 
ties Secretary Herbert con! have sent 
to the Naval Intelligence Borean and 
on afew minutes’ notice could bave 
had a fol) dexcription of the navies o! 
hoth the bellicerent* andan admirable 
description of the sea coast along 
which the ficht was being waged. 
There ia not a war vessel in the world 
which the Naval Intelligence Bnoreav 
cannot describe. This information 
comes from the news correspondents 
of the Navy Department, who are in 
part the officers of our own war ves: 
sels and in part onr representatives in 
naval matters at the great capitals of 
the world, Wo have naval secretaries 
attached toall of our principal lega- 
tions. Besides, the Navy Department 
sometimes sends naval officers abroad 
on a special mission to gather infor- 
mation. 

The Treasury Department, of course, 
is constantly at work through its cus 
toms officers and other agents gather- 
ing statistics of commerce. These are 
published from time to time by the 
Bareanu of Statistics. The Indian office 
of the Interior Department receives 
from its agents not only corrent newer 
ofthe condition of the Fodians, bat 
stories of the origin of their tribal 
customs and other matters, which 
make a page of the Indian Commis 
sioner’s report most interesting read: 
ing. The barean of ethology is busily 
engaged in collecting news of the 
primitive American. The geological 
survey tells the country from time to 
tie all about its production of gold 
and precious stones, abont the devel: 
opment of irrigation and dozens of 
other things which would be consid-— 
ered good pews iu many Dewspaper 
offices. We send representatives 
abroad toreport on the Panama Canal, 
the Nicaragua Canal, the interna 
tional geographical congress, the in- 
ternational monetary conference, the 
international marine conference.

The offi- 
cers agree that the Government ration 
should beso changed as to feed the 
men at least eee: The old 
ration, established for field nse in war 
times, is stillin vogue, and the men 
are allowed only about eleven cents a 
day for subsistence. There can be no 
doubt that radical changes are needed 
in the department, and ought to be 
made, if the sentiments and opinions 
of both officers and men amount to 
anything.

Withtwo 
teacupfuls of si crumbs mix two 
small onions chopped, the obeyed 
whites of two eggs, two tablespoonfals 
of melted batter, a teaspoonful of salt, 
alittle pepper, and three tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar. Add lukewarm water 
to make a smooth mass, place in o glass 
dish, smooth the top, and rub the yolks 
of the eggs through a sieve to cover. 
Cut the remaining whites into rings © 
snd scatter over the top. 

Potato Salad—Pare or boil six or 
sight potatoes the size of an egg; alice 
thin while hot, and mix with the slices 
4 tablespoonful of chopped onion, and 
four tablespoonfuls of chopped boiled 
beets. Let stand two hours then mix 
in lightly a French dressing. 

French Dressing—Beat till well 
blended two tableapoonfals of melted 
butter, a scant teaspoonful of salt, 
balf a teaspoonful of pepper, and two 
tablespoonfuls of vinegar. Beat till 
light and foamy. 

Bean Salad—Drain a pint of Ifna 
beans which have been boiled in salted 
water till tender but not broken, cut 
6 medium-sized boiled potato in thin 
alioes while hot. Mix with a fork, 
beans, — two tablespoonfuls of 
any cold chopped meat and o tea, 
spoonfal of dry mustar(. Placein » 
salad bowl and pour French dressing 
over the top.
